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Solar farm restrictions rejected by 1 vote 


Iweaks sought as 
majority support 
was not enough

City councilors plan to try 
again to pass a solar energy zon- 
ing ordinance after falling one 
vote short this week. 


The proposed law would 


have restricted large-scale 
ground-mounted solar arrays 
to industrial zones only, barring 
them from business, agricultur- 
al or residential areas. It also 
would have placed screening and 
setback requirements on solar 
farms. The town’s current zoning 
code does not explicitly permit or 
restrict solar installations. 
Though the proposal saw 
broad support in a 7-3 vote, it 
failed to reach the two-thirds 
supermajority, eight out of the 


11 councilors, required to pass a 
zoning ordinance. One councilor, 
Gina Letellier, was absent from 
the May 15 meeting. The three 
who voted against the ordinance 
were Council President James 
Cichetti and councilors Christo- 
pher Johnson and Anthony Suf- 
friti. 

Councilor Richard "Theroux, 
one of the proposed ordinances 
supporters, said he wants to con- 
tinue working on it to find that 
eighth vote. 


“I hope that those who chose 
not to be in favor will come back 
with their own ideas so we can 
put something together to pro- 
tect our community, Theroux 
said. After the meeting, Cichetti 
said he would be willing to work 
with Theroux to craft a second 
proposal. 

Mayor Richard Cohen, who 
also supported the proposed ordi- 
nance, had sharper words for its 
opponents. 

“I'm disappointed [that] the 


three councilors who voted ‘no 
had no concern for our residents,’ 
Cohen said on Tuesday. “The 
council should have addressed 
this years ago.’ 

Johnson, a lawyer who former- 
ly served as mayor and as town 
solicitor, said restricting large- 
scale solar farms to industrial 
zones only — a relatively small 
and already built-out portion of 
the town's zoning map — would

Council withdraws 
binding referendum 
to end tax program

Voters won't have a chance to 
repeal Agawams participation in 
the Community Preservation Act 
this November. 

It may yet be on the ballot, 
however. 

City Councilor George Bitzas 
this week withdrew his proposed 
council resolution to revoke 
the CPA tax surcharge — which 
would have triggered a binding 
referendum at this year’s town 
election — after it became ap- 
parent that the measure would 
fail in a vote of the full council. 
He said he plans to retool it as a 
non-binding ballot question. 

“It has nothing to do with 
whether you support the CPA, 
Bitzas said in a subcommittee 
meeting on Monday, speaking 
about his original proposal. “I 
support it. I love the CPA. I’m vot- 
ing to let the people vote.’ 

Opponents had said regard- 
less of a councilor’s intent, a vote 
to revoke the CPA would be ex- 
actly what it says it is — a vote 
against the CPA program.

Town won't bid at Main St. house auction

One of the two houses on Main Street 
between Town Hall and the Doering School 
was slated to be auctioned Thursday, but 
Agawamss town government isn't a buyer. 

At press time, the 1.3-acre property at 50 
Main St., Agawam, was listed to be sold ina 
foreclosure auction on site at 2 p.m. Thurs- 
day, May 18, after the Agawam Advertiser 
News deadline. 

Bay State Auctions lists the house at 
1,392 square feet with four bedrooms and 
two bathrooms. Town assessors current- 
ly value the property, including the house 
built around 1910, at $135,900. It was 
last sold by Bernice Robinson to Patrick 
Knowles and George Robinson for $118,000 
in 2003, according to assessors records. 

The City Council discussed the auction 
in a closed-doors meeting Monday night, 
but opted not to take a vote on the matter 
or discuss it further in public session. 

Mayor Richard Cohen said his proposal 
to buy the land followed a request by Coun- 
cilor George Bitzas. Cohen said he would 
have no immediate plans for the house or 
the property, but could envision it giving 
the town flexibility to change the pick- 
up and drop-off traffic flow at the middle 
school, for example. 


“In the future, it certainly would be- 
hoove us to be able to utilize that property 
for whatever municipal purpose, Cohen 
said. 

Questioned about the need for an exec- 
utive session, Bitzas said he didn't want to 
see the town miss a chance to acquire land 
touching on two public building parcels. 
The council voted 10-0, with one member 
absent, to enter the executive session. 

Without a public vote on the matter, 
however, the town government will not be 
authorized to participate in the auction. 
Council President James Cichetti said he 
did expect that some town officials would 
attend the auction. 

Cohen said that the auction may not be 
the towns final opportunity to acquire the 
property. 

“At these auctions, sometimes the bank 
will buy it; Cohen said. “If the bank does 
buy it, we ll talk to them.’ 

The property directly abuts the 3.5-acre 
Doering School parcel, 68 Main St., with 
the school’s exit driveway running along 
the property line. There is another house 
lot between 50 Main St. and the 1.5-acre 
Town Hall property, at 36 Main St., but the 
two properties touch at the rear. Doering 
and Town Hall already form one campus, 
as their parking lots connect in the rear of 
the Town Hall property.

A second candidate has taken the first 
step toward running for mayor, and sever- 
al incumbent city councilors and School 
Committee members began their re-elec- 
tion bids in the past week. 

City Council President James Cichetti 
took out nomination papers last week to 
run for mayor in the November 2017 town 
election. He also announced his candidacy 
at a May 11 fundraising event. 

He joins Vakny Chonmany, owner of a 
local martial arts studio, as a potential can- 
didate. Neither one has returned his papers 
yet with the required 100 signatures of reg- 
istered voters. Candidates have until Aug. 
24 to return their papers. 

Incumbent Mayor Richard Cohen said 
this week that he will decide next month 
whether to run for re-election to what 
would be his fifth consecutive two-year 
term, and ninth overall. 

“At this time, I’m focused on the [town] 
budget, Cohen said. “When that’s com- 


plete, l'Il get on with the election.’ 

City Council candidates taking out 
nomination papers in the past week in- 
cluded incumbents Joseph Mineo and 
Richard Theroux, and former member 
Robert Magovern. They join incumbents 
George Bitzas, Cecelia Calabrese, Paul Ca- 
vallo, Robert Rossi and Anthony Suffriti, 
and would-be challengers Billy Chester, 
William Clark and Ernest Lombardi, in 
seeking nomination signatures. There are 
11 seats on the City Council, all of which 
will be up for election this year. 

For the School Committee, Anthony 
Bonavita, Shelley Borgatti-Reed, Carmino 
Mineo and Wendy Rua took out papers last 
week for re-election. Tracy Wilkie also took 
out papers, joining Kerri O'Connor as a po- 
tential challenger on the ballot. Six seats 
are available on the School Committee.

Call it whatever, 
just fix blight 


n an election year where the town’s two top elect- 
[e officials may end up fighting for the same seat, 

perhaps wed better get used to pointless political 
fights like the one between Mayor Richard Cohen and 
City Council President James Cichetti over whether 
Agawam needs a redevelopment authority. 

The war of words is good for whipping up political 
supporters and heaping derision on an opponent. But 
Agawam doesnt need words — it needs action. These 
two politicians, who lead the towns executive and leg- 
islative branches, need to work together now and see 
what they can accomplish before the October and No- 
vember elections. Show the voters real progress, not 
promises, and let them vote accordingly. 

Mr. Council President, the mayor isn't against set- 
ting up a redevelopment authority because he thinks 
“theres no blight” in Agawam. He thinks the sort of 
blight that Agawam has — individual properties scat- 
tered around town, even if one of them is a huge phys- 
ical and psychological scar on the business district 
— is not suited to a tool designed to rehabilitate des- 
olate neighborhoods. Without denying there's work to 
be done, he thinks a redevelopment authority is the 
wrong tool for the job. His solution, a committee, is 
not an evasion. 

Mr. Mayor, the council president isn't just trying to 
score cheap political points by talking tough about a 
non-issue. Even with the recent business openings in 
the Food Mart plaza, there's still an air of decay about 
Walnut Street Extension and the entire Morgan-Sulli- 
van Bridge area. And until something visible happens 
with Games and Lanes, the current executive admin- 
istration — in power now for 16 of the past 18 years 
— will shoulder the blame, whether fairly or unfairly, 
for the presence of a massive eyesore in what is sup- 
posed to be the “downtown ” His call for change is not 
cynical. 

Away from the rhetoric, both the mayor and the 
council president have taken a first step toward com- 
ing up with a plan for Walnut Street Extension and 
the Food Mart plaza, with Cohen appointing that 
Business Modernization Committee and Cichetti go- 
ing along with it by naming a council representative, 
Anthony Suffriti. 

Suffriti is a particularly apt appointment to the new 
board, as he has made a regular tradition of calling 
attention to blighted properties, particularly Games 
and Lanes, at City Council meetings. The mayor's ap- 
pointments, too, are a mix of officials who supported 
the Walnut Street Extension streetscape proposal and 
critics who think the town’s money and attention are 
better spent on other forms of business outreach or 
infrastructure. 

They arent going to solve Agawams problems in 
five months, but let's see what plans, or even assess- 
ments, they can come up with. Whatever solutions 
they identify will require leadership from the chief 
executive — whoever that may be in 2018. Whether 
their leaders have been working toward solutions, as 
opposed to simply campaigning with quotes, should 
be on voters minds when they choose that next chief 
executive.

Paul Bauer, a lawyer with Bowditch & 
Dewey LLP, agreed with Johnson's assess- 
ment that an industrial-only restriction 
would be challenged in court. Bauer's firm 
represents the electric utility Eversource, 
which recently secured Planning Board ap- 
proval for two large solar projects on agri- 
cultural land in Feeding Hills. 

Councilors George Bitzas and Robert 
Rossi, who supported the proposed ordi- 
nance, both said they were willing to risk a 
lawsuit by passing a law that they felt was 
in the best interest of Agawam homeown- 
ers. 

“Cities and towns have a right to decide 
for themselves how they want to live in the 
community, Rossi said. “We dont have to 
give up anything. If someone wants to take 
something away from us, let them earn it.’ 

Suffriti said he would have wanted the 
ordinance to allow large solar projects in 
business zones, as well, and to allow them 
in agricultural zones on a special permit 
basis. 

Theroux and Rossi both argued that al- 
lowing special permits would lead to arbi- 
trary enforcement, with the standards for 
approval changing every time the member- 
ship of the permitting board changed.

Valley Gives this year saw participation 
from 407 organizations and 9,557 donors 
— 2,808 of whom where first-time donors 
— who made more than 17,401 individual 
gifts, including matching gifts. The founda- 
tion provided over $185,000 in additional 
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in an agricultural zone off South West 
Street in Feeding Hills, adjacent to the Ko- 
sak Court residential neighborhood. De- 
spite vocal opposition by neighbors, the 
Planning Board approved the project last 
month. The neighbors are challenging the 
project in court. Although the current zon- 
ing code does not mention solar arrays, it 
does state that industrial uses are prohib- 
ited in agricultural zones, and lists power 
generation as an industrial use. 

Carl Pinette, one of the Kosak Court 
residents, on Monday urged the council to

Before the Monday meeting, Pinette 
said he believes that if the council were to 
pass a solar zoning ordinance, it would ap- 
ply to the Eversource project and prevent 
the building inspector from authorizing 
construction. Mayor Richard Cohen and 
Town Solicitor Patrick Toney said they 
had no comment on whether a future or- 
dinance would apply to the already permit- 
ted Eversource project. 

Doreen Prouty, chairman of the Zoning 
Board of Appeals, told councilors that she 
was “strongly against” the proposed law. 
She had proposed that the ordinance take 
a wider view, regulating all classes of solar 
projects, including smaller ground-mount- 
ed arrays and rooftop solar panels. The pro- 
posed ordinance defeated this week would 
only have affected commercial solar devel- 
opments larger than an acre.

incentives, referred to as the “Prize Pool, 
to spur engagement in Valley Gives by par- 
ticipating nonprofits and donors. 

“You cant help but be inspired by the 
outpouring of support on Valley Gives Day, 
said Community Foundation President and 
CEO Katie Allan Zobel. “When over 9,500 
people make an investment in the commu- 
nity in just one day, it’s a clear and compel- 
ling signal that our nonprofits are vital and 
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to register for town recreation programs 
was to show up in person during business 
hours on a weekday. The office did not take 
registrations by telephone, nor did it take 
payments by credit card. 

Making signups more accessible is 
“something we've wanted to do for a while, 
commented Mayor Richard Cohen. “It'll 
make it easier for people in the community 
who have to work and cannot come in.’ 

UniBank of Whitinsville, Mass., will pro- 
cess the payments. The “UniPay” system is 
the same one used for school lunch pay- 
ments in Agawam, Sparks said. Users do 
not need to open an account with the bank 
or with the Parks and Recreation Depart- 
ment. 

At press time, the only payments being 
taken online were summer camp fees, but 
Sparks said UniBank will have signup op- 
tions for his department's full catalog of 
summer programs online by June 1. 

The online payment tool does not cost 
the town anything, Sparks said, but it does 
charge a fee to the user. Payments from a 
checking account will be charged 25 cents 
per transaction. Payments from credit 
cards will be charged a service fee that in- 
creases with the size the payment, starting 
at $2.50 for transactions under $100. 

Credit card service fees are higher be- 
cause of the fees that credit card compa- 
nies charge retailers, said Sparks. Retail 
businesses absorb those fees into the cost 
of their products, but Sparks said he prefers 
to pass them along to customers in an open 
fashion, rather than increasing program 
fees across the board to meet the addition- 
al cost. 

Families can avoid the credit card fee by 
paying with electronic checks, Sparks not- 
ed. A household signing up multiple chil- 
dren, or for multiple programs, could pay 
all costs in one transaction and only pay 
one 25-cent service fee. 

“You can sign up for 10 programs and if 
you pay all with one check, it'll be a quar- 
ter, he said. “That’s less than [the cost of] a 
stamp, and it’s less than it takes in gasoline 
for you to drive down here and do it’? 

UniBank will realize hundreds of dollars 
in service fees if Agawam families pay by 
electronic check, and thousands of dollars 
if they pay by credit card. Sparks estimat- 





valued. And it also demonstrates how in- 
credibly generous people are who live here.’

ed that his department currently handles 
about 4,000 transactions per year, with 
summer camp revenues of $175,000 and 
more than half a million dollars in regis- 
tration fees collected for its various other 
activities throughout the year.

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Christopher Johnson said in response to 
Bitzas. “A ‘yes vote means you dont sup- 
port the CPA. If you vote ‘yes’ for this, you 
cannot say you support CPA’ 

At the full council meeting, Johnson 
called the CPA “the best thing that’s hap- 
pened to Agawam in the past 25 years.’ 

The program has raised $5.51 million 
from fiscal 2003 to fiscal 2016 through a 
1 percent surcharge on property taxes in 
Agawam, but also took in $2.94 million in 
matching payments from the state, and 
more than $504,000 in interest of that pe- 
riod. They money goes into a separate ac- 
count that can be spent on historical pres- 
ervation, community housing, open space 
or recreation capital expenses. Projects 
funded by the CPA include both phases of 
School Street Park, a portion of the high 
school athletic complex, renovations at 
Agawam Housing Authority properties and 
more. 

Henry Kozloski, chairman of the town’s 
CPA Committee, noted that CPA funds al- 
low the town to make capital investments 
without having to borrow money and pay 
interest. Because it had to be bonded, he 
said, the non-CPA-funded portion of the 
high school athletic complex will cost tax- 
payers more than $1 million in interest 
alone. 

Bitzas said he is “the strongest sup- 
porter of the CPA, having voted in a 6-5 
majority to adopt it in 2001, but had been 
asked by constituents to put the program 
up to a town-wide vote. He said 2,200 town 


residents signed a petition seven years ago 
asking for a vote on the CPA. 

The council voted 9-1 to withdraw the 
proposed resolution, with one member, 
Gina Letellier, absent from the meeting. 
Councilor Cecelia Calabrese voted against 
the withdrawal. She said voters deserve a 
binding referendum in 2017, rather than an 
advisory question that might turn into a re- 
peal of the CPA in 2019. 

“I see a great amount of good the CPA 
has done, she said, but “youre signaling to 
the voters in Agawam that they're not go- 
ing to get a say in what goes on with their 
tax dollars’ 

Speaking before the proposed resolu- 
tion was withdrawn, Billy Chester asked 
councilors to give him and other Agawam 
residents their “constitutional right to 
vote. 

Johnson said in a representative democ- 
racy, voters do get to choose how they want 
their government run — by voting every 
two years for the council candidates they 
agree with and voting against the candi- 
dates they disagree with. 

Johnson said he would help Bitzas write 
a resolution asking for a non-binding bal- 
lot question, but would not vote in favor of 
placing it on the ballot. Councilor Robert 
Rossi said he, too, would not take any step 
that might lead toward a repeal of the CPA 
tax.

Residents asked to repair mailboxes this week 


The U.S. Postal Service is asking all Aga- 
wam homeowners to inspect and repair 
their mailboxes during Mailbox Improve- 
ment Week, May 14-20. 

“Repairing suburban and rural mailbox- 
es improves the appearance of our com- 
munity and makes delivering and receiving 
mail safer for our carriers and customers, 
said Agawam Postmaster Dan Czepiel. 

The Postal Service makes this annual 
request because of the wear and tear that 
occurs to mailboxes every year. “This is es- 
pecially important after the effects of win- 
ter, he added. 

Some of the typical activities home- 
owners may need to do include replacing 
loose hinges on a mailbox door; repainting 
a mailbox that may have rusted or started 
peeling; remounting a mailbox post if loos- 
ened; and replacing or adding house num- 


bers. 

“If a homeowner plans to install a new 
mailbox or replace a worn one, he or she 
must use only Postal Service-approved tra- 
ditional, contemporary or locking full- or 
limited-service mailboxes, said Czepiel. 
“Customers should be careful when pur- 
chasing curbside mail receptacles because 
the use of unapproved boxes is prohibited. 
Customers may use a custom-built mail- 
box, but they must consult with my office 
to ensure it conforms to guidelines apply- 
ing to flag, size, strength and quality of con- 
struction.

skills. A study of 8- to 11-year-olds found 
that those who had extracurricular music 
classes developed higher verbal IQ and vi- 
sual abilities in comparison to those who 
did not receive musical training (Forgeard 
et al., 2008). Teenagers also have sharper 
hearing and language skills after musical 
training. For adults, music lessons help 
give a sense of accomplishment, as well as 
a way to escape the rigors of the day.
